Officer Barrett, a Victim of Tuesday Night’s 
Shooting, Dies This Morning—Violent Dem- 
onstration of the Deering Employes—All 
Quiet at Milwaukee—The Brewers of St. 
Louis and Their Employes—A Possibility 
of Trouble at the Gas-Works—The Local 
Situation. 


CHICAGO, May 6.—There is a greater feeling 
of confidence apparent this morning in the 
ability of the authorities to preserve the 
peace. The outlook continues threatening in 
certain quarters and the police expect that 
they may be called upon to disperse gather- 
ingsin certain quarters of the city, but the 
arrest of the four anarchists yesterday has in- 
sured a feeling that the element will no longer 
prove so troublesome in view of the fact that 
the police now believe that all the leading in- 
stigators of the recent troubles have been 
caged with possibly one exception. The col - 
lecting of evidence against the conspirators is 
procbeding rapidly. 

A VIGOROUS PROSECUTION. 

The State’s Attorney says: We will push 
the prosecution of the men who instigated the 
riot, and helped carry out the murder, as far 
asthelawallowsus. We intend, and are de- 
termined, to punish these rioters to the fullest 
extent of the law and for all there is in it, he 
continued, and we hope justice will not be 
cheated this time. We want to look over all 
the evidence before deciding on what charge 
or charges to make, and 1 cannot say now 
what the charges will be. I think we will 
bring the matter before the next regular

the repulsive yellow skin of the animal 
suddenly swept his cheek, as its head 
dorted upwards and struck his forehead, 
Hathaway experienced a

for help and was released from the deadly 
coils of the anaconda by the circus attendants, 
just in time to save his life.

THE CHICAGO APPAIR. 

There is no indication that the doctrines 
of the Anarchists have taken root among 
the working men ot this country or that 
the tragic exemplification of those doc- 
trines In Chicago has been less shocking 
to the great mass of the eight-hour strik- 
ers than to other classes of citizens. So- 

ciety and the majesty of the law are in 
less danger to-day than they were before 
that murderous assault upon the Chicago 
police. The instigators of that outrage 
are in the hands of the law, and all who 
participated in it soon willbe. They will 

be tried without sympathy from bench or 
jury-box or public opinion, and will be 
punished without mercy as far as the law 

permite—not for their doctrines, but for 
their acts. 

There is no law and no need of any law 
in this country against doctrines, but 
there is plenty of law against criminal 
acts including the accessory incitement of 
others to commit crime. The strikers, 
even the most excited, have been sobered 
by. this unlooked-for incident of their 
eight-hour movement and they are every- 
where disowning and denouncing the in- 
trusion of the red flag and its bloody and 
monstrous methods into their affairs. 
Henceforth they will more carefully guard 
against any attempt of the red flag coterie 
to associate itself with and to discredit 
and defeat their movements. What they 
have hitherto despised for its weakness 
they will henceforth abhor for its wicked- 
ness, and it will be weaker than ever. 

The only danger to be dreaded as a re- 
sult of this affair is that some too enthu- 
siastic friends of law and order will advo- 
cate Lynch law as good enough for Anarch- 
ists, a sort of poetic justice that com- 
mends the ingredients of their poisoned 
chalice to their own lips. But the majesty 
of the law, sceptred by the power of the 
people at the ballot box, is the sheet 
anchor of social order in this country, 
and there is not the least reason for fear- 
ing that these labor troubles are seriously 
endangering society, or that they are not 
working out their own solution with as 
little friction as can be reasonably ex- 
pected from the great forces in action. 

Comparing the deplorable incidents of 
these American strikes with the incidents 
of far less extensive strikes in the old 
world, we see that disorder and crime are 
but the accidents of a strike, and not its 
natural or intended course, in this 
country. The American workingnian too 
well knows his power and how to use it. 
There will be a few hoodlums in every 
large crowd of them and some excesses 
will be committed, but the law will deal 
with these, and American labor move- 
ments will instinctively work their way to 
some fair basis of adjustment by legal 
means and by methods which will seldom 
lead to even a momentary disorder which 
the ordinary police force cannot repress. 

— . — 
POLICE MATTERS. 


Whatever one may think of the policy 
of taking the control of municipal affairs 
out of the hands of the citizens of the 
municipality, the fact remains unques- 
tioned that for twenty-five years the law 
of Missouri has deprived the citizens of 
St. Louis of the control of the police force 
of the city and vested such control in a 
Board of Commissioners, consisting of five 
members, four of whom are appointed 
by the Governor and the fifth is ex-officio 
the Mayor, who is generally elected by 
the qualified voters of the city, although 
sometimes he is elected by other means. 

The Board of Police Commissioners hold 
thatall the power and authority of the 
Board are exercised by the majority of 
the Board, through the Vice-President 
nuthorized by them. As the law does not 
expressly give any authority to the ex- 
officio President, and as it does give all 
authority by name to the Board of Police 
Commissioners, it is hard to see what they 
exist for if they cannot exercise this 
authority. 

The Mayor being in a minority of one, 
naturally takes the ground that the law has 
vested in him the authority which the law 
was framed to deprive him of; that the 
Board of Police Commissioners is not a 
body but merely a head with no body to 
speak of, and he is the head; that the con- 
trol of the police force which the law 
took from the Mayor to vest in the Com- 
missioners has reverted to him, and that 
St. Louis is Japan and he is Pooh-Bah. 

This seems to us to be an untenable po- 
sition, but his Honor, with the assistance 
of Counsellor BNL, has shown such re- 
markable ability in holding posi that 
did not belong to him that we not 
be et all surprised to see him wipe out the 
Board of Police Commissioners as easily 
as if they were a quotation of May corn 
on the — * blackboard. 


It is sometimes possible to drive a man 
out of a room or put him to sleep with the 
bare beginning of a weary and familiar 
anecdote or adventure, and Mark Twain 
has forcibly described the baleful power 
of ‘‘butchered to make a Roman holiday.’

No man has the right to say to another, 
Thou shalt’’ or Thou shalt not, ana in 
the violation of this principle is where the 
trouble lies among the workingmen to-day. 

We have no business to say that an employer 
shall employ or shall not employ this man. A 
man has the right to belong to any organiza- 
tion, provided it is not contrary to the law. 
We say no manhas the right to say to 
another man that he must not belong to an 
organization. And too, we have no right 
to go to the companies and say: ‘‘You must 
not employ that man. We oppose this way 
of doing things on principle. Unless a man 
is a rascal you have no right as. Superintend- 
ent or Master Mechanic to prevent him from 
getting employment elsewhere because he 
does not suit you, for he might suit somebody 
else.

He uses 
the greater number of them as guards be- 
tween him and the relentless beggars who 
are constantly ringing his door-bell seeking 
the aid of this many-times millionaire. Stan- 
ford’s establishment is kept up in English 
style. He himselfis very plain, and when 
about the Capitol is one of the most ap- 
proachable men there. Once fortified in his 
house behind his array of English servants, 
he is one of the most unapproachable. 


Guzzling Brewers. 


From the Philadelphia Times. 

In all the large breweries there is a room to 
which the men are permitted to go for beer 
and drink as much and as often as they please 
without charge—thatis, the employes other 
than the cellarmen, who have it always at 
hand. In Bergdoll’s brewery alone it aver- 
ages from five to six barrels a day, worth on 
sale from $7 to $7.50 a barrel. In fact, these men 
searcely, if ever, drink water. The largest 
brewery in the city gives its drivers I know $5 
a week each for spending money. The collec- 
tors for the brewers must be sober men. 
Their duties are too responsible, their trust 
too great, for them to be permitted to get 
drunk. But they are liberally allowed for ex- 
penses. Every saloon-keeper expects the 
collector to treat, and more than once, too, 
when hia bill is paid, and as a rule the ‘‘sit- 
ters“ know when the collector is due, for his 
times of calling on the eustomers are regular, 
or the landlord takes care that there shall be 
a full house. This, too, is a great expense. It 
hasn’t been very long since that in competi- 
tion with each other the brewers, to secure 
custom, would make expensive presents to 
the saloon-keepers or their wives—silk dresses 
to the wives and gold watches, and where the 
trade was a large one even a horse and buggy 
I have known to be given to a saloon-keeper. 


Mr. Garland and His Explanation.

The Attorney-General’s testimony does not 
seem to usto explain his action satisfactorily.

playing in the grain trade of this city. Little 
of this feeling finds expression in words, bo- 
cause the dealers are afraid to 
speak out because such expressions 
might operate against them with the elevator 
men end might cause some inconvenience and 
loss. This feeling is caused by the 
active part the elevator men are 
taking in grain trading and specula- 
tion. Having the elevators behind them 
they can hold grain and trade in grain to bet- 
ter advantage than any one else on the floor. 
They can make money by carrying 
grain, and can make bigger money 
than anyone else by trading in grain. 
When it costs outside men 1 centa month 
bushel to carry wheat and costs the elevator 
men nothing what chance bas the outside 
men against such discrimination? is 
is the problem that is troubling the commis- 
sion men and dealers. The sentiment on 
"Change upon this subject is voiced by Mr. C. 
H. Albers, the commission merchant, in a 
chat with a Post- DISPATCH reporter. 

It is a subject, said he, ‘‘of at im- 

rtance to the dealers, to the trade and to 
elevater men themselves. By the present 
course of action the elevator men are cutting 
off trade from this city, are shutting off dealers 
from the trade, and are outting their 
their own I remember a time when 
an elevator man would not dare to deal in 
grain or to hold grain in his own elevator. If 
such an imputation was whispered about 
it was strenuously denied. They 
were ashamed to do 4a warehouse 
business and to trade at the same time. This 
feeling gradually wore away until now the 
elevators or their representatives hold nearly 
every bushel of grain in this market andcon- 
trol the market.

THE SLAUGHTER N CHICAGO. 


‘| Sustice Schwab’s Tragically Majestic and 


Blood-Thirsty Utterances—A Reign of Terror 
Predicted—O’Donovan Bossa’s Virtuous In- 
aignation—The New York Police Prepered 
to Suppress Any Demonstration. 


By Telerraph to the Post-DisPratTca. 

New Tonk, May 6.—The rank and file of an- 
archists, the men who will go to make up the 
mob if a Socialist mob ever risesin this city, 
were full of the events at Chicago and talked 
of nothing else. Their German papers, their 
Bohemian sheets aud the few American news- 
papers that some better educated members 
translated in the East Side saloons, told them 
of the outbreak in the West, and every detail 
was devoured by them more eagerly, perhaps, 
than by any other class of readers. The 
POST-DISPATCH correspondent spent the day 
in the saloons beneath the basement along 
avenue A, and in the haunts most tre- 
quented by the men who oall them- 
selves Socialists. Everbody was a 80 
cialist yesterday and nobody laid claim to 
the flercer title of anarchist. The little group 
of rough men gathered in Justus Schwab’s 
saloon in First street, roared gently asa brood | 
of sucking doves. They did not believe in the 
outbreak of the day before. It was unconsti- 
tutional, and, while they hated any govern- 
mental interference with the rights of laboring 
men, they still upheld the United States Con- 
stitution. One and all they blamed the rioters 
for their conduct, but did not sympathize with 
the murdered police. It would teach the 
authorities a lesson. So ran the talk. 

The little groups of idle Germans on the 
street corners and in the saloons further down 
First street and around the corner in avenues 
A and B, fought shy when a stranger 
tried to talk to them in their own 
language. They said plainly and vehemently 


that they did not mean to convict themselves 
and intimated that when the time for action 
came they would show what they felt. The 
outbreak, instead of pr mage he ne, seemed 
to havea subduing effect, and the serious- 
ness of it made them more careful and more 

uarded in their language than ever before. 

here ordinarily the air of saloons was fairly 
red with threats of blood and dynamite, yes- 
terday, everything was comparatively quiet, 
and the entrance of a stranger at once get a 
sullen seal upon the lips of all present. Bven 
if a man did talk, he refused to give his name, 
and his companions roughly d it was no- 
body’s business when asked. 

SCHWAB’S JOY. 

Justus Schwab was tragically majestic yes- 
terday as he dealt out beer and Rhein 
wine. He had read the morning papers 
and knew of the bloody riot in Chicago. 
lie gloated over it and was glad it 
was s many miles away. ‘‘I don’t want to 
talk about the riots’’ he said to the newsman. 
decline to saya single word. Men may 
talk of law and order but they don’t know 
what they are talking about. There is no 
more peace, nor law, nor order in all our land. 
Even now we are in astate of rebellion and 
the vultures——’’

Mr. Schwab interrupted himself to wait on 
apair of customers. Then he continued: 
es, we are in a state of rebellion, and who, 
let ne ask you, are the rebels? I say they are 
our legislative bodies, the — es on the 
bench, who violate the constitutional rights 
of the citizens, and lastly the executive 
the police—who strike down men like dogs, 
in the public streets.

again, are the rebels?’’ demanded 
the beer seller, growing more violent 
and shaking his fist at his bung-starter. ‘‘Who 
brought about the trage enacted in 
‘Chickagy,’ only yesterday? Was it the men 
who exercised the constitutional, God-given 
right of treedom of speech, or the police who 
assailed them because they exercised that 
right? Life was lost, and it was not alone the 
anarchist that fell. The powers over-stepped 
their authority and brave men died in the de- 
tense of their honor and of their liberty. But 
s wilt justice was by their side and their bombs 
of dynamite helped to avenge their cruel 
death. Why do tne lawless powers that be, 
put on the mask of justice? Why do they send 
armed emissaries into the streets? It is to in- 
cite the weak to violence that they may crush 
them out in cold, cold blood—ah!’’ 

A REIGN OF TERROR PREDICTED. 

A prominent Socialist who was in Schwab’s 
saloon — beer said to the reporter: 
This trouble in Chicago is only the begin- 
ning of the end. New York will have its 
turn, you can plainly see, and the sooner it is 
over with the better. But these riots do not 
come from the people who are tobe feared, 
the quiet, conservative but determined men, 
but irom some hot- headed men who feel they 
cannot stand by and see their rights out- 
raged. They are like, boils—they break out 
here and there, and the grand organi- 
zations are better for them. People do not 
see the force of the movement or civil 
war which is now raging. As for 
the police, why, theyare the chief inciters of 
riots. Citizens hold a meeting and the police 
interfere and clubalot of men. No wonder 
they become aroused and bloodshed follows. 
Why look atthe action of the police at the 
mass-meeting in Union Square Saturday night. 
Police were locked in buildings and sat around 
the square ready at a moment’s notice to rush 
out on me POOR. New 2 will not escape 
its share of trouble, but it will only show the 
people what an overpowering wave is now 
sweeping over the land. How much better 
France is now. Compare her condition to 
that before the Revolution. It is far better, 
us you know. It is not the hot-headed men 
who are to be feared, but the quiet, conserva- 
bo ones, who insist firmly on having their 
rights. 

karl Martins, Socialist and printer, who 
served time four years ago in an English prison 
for a political misdemeanor, expressed the be- 
lief that 1 labor difficulties were ad- 
vancing the cause of Socialism in America. 
‘*Formerly,’’ said he, a Socialist or radical 
could not express his views in a labor meet- 
ing. Theyall listen to us quietly now. Arrest 
and imprisonment must follow all outbreaks 
such as that in Chi „and men who have 
been for peace will be transformed into active 
radicals 7 the tyranny of the law.
